Opium a Necessity In India.

I'KKPAKING TO ISSUE 
BONUS. 


Jtteports from Washington almost 


confirm the rumors that the govern- 
ment is preparing to issue $100,000,000 
gold bonds. Though the treasury offi- 
cials o«ny that arrangements are being 
made to increase the national debt. 
cablegrams from Paris and London 
positively state that the United States 
is arranging to place $100,000,000 bonds 
abroad. J. Pierpont Morgan, the New 
York banker, has been to Washington 
and conferred with Secretaries Carlisle 
and Gresham relative to placing bonds. 


It is alleged that Secretary Carlisle 


has been given the terms of a compro- 
mise, which the repeal Senators say is 
the best that can bs done in the way of 
silver legislation for the Administra- 
tion. The basis of this compromise is 
to continue the puretuwe and coinage 
of 2,000,000 ounces of silver monthly 
for three years and to authorize the 
issue of bonds to increase the gold 
reserve to $200,000,000. Silver men will 
probably insist on having the silver 
puscbases 2,500,000 ounces per month, 
and i! that-is conceded they will con- 
sent to a proposition to allow national 
bonks to issue notes up to the par 
value of their bonds. 


Secretary Carlisle is quoted as say- 


ing, ia the face of all rumors to the 
contrary, that no bouds will be issued 
by the Administration. A majority of 
the Senate may take him at his word 
and oppose any attempt to authorize 
the issue of bonds. It is not probable 
that any silver man in either House of 
Congress will vote for a bill to add $100,- 
000,000 to the national debt while there 
is sufficient bullion in the treasury if 
coined into dollars lo reduce the debt 
$150,000,000. The recent panic demon- 
strated that there is nothing in the 
goldbug cry of GO-coiit dollars. Silver 
dollars commanded a premium of two 
per cent, right in Wall Street, and 
were sought for as eagerly as gold, riot-' 
withstanding their coinage had been 
suspended at the mints by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury upon the false 
assumption that there was no demand 
for such money.

It is expected that Senator Voorhees 


will try his new tactics in the Senate 
to-day. He proposes to hold continu- 
ous sessions until the repeal bill is dis- 
posed of.

The Bent Compromise Yet Offered. 
WASHINGTON, October 10,—In 
the 


Senate Squier of Washington intro 
duced an amendment to the repeal bil 
which is really a substitute for tha 
measure. 
It provides that owners o 


bullion, the product of mines or refln 
eries of the United States, may deposi 
it at any mint in amounts of not les 
than one hundred dollars in value t< 
be coined into standard dollars of th 
present weight. 
There will only b 


paid to the person depositing the bull 
ion such a number of dollars as ar 
equal to the commercial value of silve 
bullion on the day of deposit, the differ 
ence between the commercial value o 
and the mint value to be retained b 
the Government as seignorage. De 
posits of bullion for coinage are not to 
exceed two million dollars per month, 
and when the number of silver dollars 
coined shall reach the sum of one hund- 
red millons further coinage shall cease. 
The seignorage is to be retained in the 
treasury as a reserve fund for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the parity of every 
dollar issued under this act. 


These silver dollars are to be legal 


tender in all payments at full value, 
and no certificates will be issued to 
represent them. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to issue bonds 
at interest not to exceed three per 
cent, redeemable at the pleasure of the 
United States after five years, for the 
purpose of maintaining all money at 
par with the gold dollar. 


The National Banking Association 


will be entitled to receive circulating 
notes to the par value of bonds on de- 
posit, provided the aggregate of such 
notes for which the association is liable 
does not exceed the capital stock paid 
in. 


The amendment is, in fact, a new bill 


striking out all of the old bill. It is 
understood that Teller, Allison, Sher- 
man and others say it is the best com- 
promise yet suggested.

indicate the production of 11.3 bushels, 
being 1.7 less than last October. The 
rate of the yield in California was 11.2. 
The small yield was the result of 
drought last fall, causing poor germin- 
ation, and the severe winter following, 
causing considerable winter killing. In 
some spring wheat States the low con- 
dition is due to the dry spring. 


The average yield of oats is 23.5 


bushels against 243 last year. The 
average yield of rye is 13.3 against 12.7 
last year. 
The average yield is 21.7 


against 23.7 last year. The condition 
of buckweat is 73.5 against 77.5 last 
month, and 85.6 a year ago. The con- 
dition of potatoes is 71.2, a loss of six- 
tenths, since last report.

The 
case is of importance to all the West- 
ern States and Territories, as it will in- 
volve ultimately the taxability of all 
unpatented survey lands within the 
grants of the Northern Pacific, Central 
Pacific, California & Oregon, Texas Pa- 
cific, Atlantic Pacific and other rail- 
ways. There are millions of acres of 
these lands which have heretofore been 
regarded as taxable.

MOKOAN'S A-\IKNDMKNT. 


Senator Morgan's amendment to the 


Voorhees bill proposes the re-enactment 
of the coinage act of 1837, and tho re- 
mission of twenty per centum of tariff 
duties to the countries which receive 
American standard dollars of the pres- 
ent weight and fineness at par as legal 
tender money. 


Why should there be any objection 


to such an amendment ? Its adoption 
would restore prosperity to the country 
and enhance the price of labor and the 
products of labor. A remission of one- 
fifth of the tariff duties to countries 
that accepted standard dollars at par 
would be an incentive to all foreign 
nations which ship products to the 
United States to accept American sil- 
ver dollars at par. It does not suit the 
Wall street combination, however, and 
it is not probable that the present Con- 
gress will agree to it. Gold and nothing 
but gold, of which there is not enough 
to pay the interest, much less the prin- 
ciple of the indebtedness of the world, 
will satisfy the combination.

The Moon as \Vo See It. 


Did you ever stop to consider the fact 


that the inhabitants of tliia earth have 
never seen but one side of the moon, and 
to inquire tho reasons why such ia the 
case? The explanation is this: The moon 
makes one revolution on her axis in tho 
same period of timo that she takes up in 
revolving once around the earth, thus 
the same ^''graphical region of the lunar 
surface io r.l-s ays toward UB. As one ex- 
planation usually calls for another, it 
tnay not be out (if place to mention the 
fact that tho rc.tsons the two motions of 
the moon nbovo referred to BO nearly 
coincide are thebe: 


Tho moon i-s not n true globe, but is 


very elliptic"..! .m form. 
It did not in all 


pro'babilitiea 01 ,iiially start on its axial 
rotation with precisely the same velocity 
with which it moved around the earth, 
hut the very best astronomers say that 
the two motions were not far apart in 
the start. Assuming that tho moon was 
semi-liquid or at least soft in those re- 
mote days, the earth's attraction caused 
the lunar surface to elongate, and in the 
untold ages which followed its axial ro- 
tation, owing to the attractive influence 
of both the earth and the sun, was made 
to correspond with its orbital movement 
around the earth.—St. Louis Republic. 


Old Timo Banking Methods.

of today President James Espy of the 
Ohio Valley National bank said to a 
group of friends: "I tell you that we do 
not know anything about the peculiari- 
ties of the banking business.

N ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDI- 
nance entitled, 
"An Ordinance to 
Amend Town Ordinance No. 36 of the Town 
of Reno, entitled,'An Ordinance to fix and 
collect a licence tax upon certain trades and 
business in tho town of Reno,' 
adopted 
March 1st, 1803, adopted Sept. 4,1893. 
By virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws fof the State of Nevada, 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
Washoe county, Nevada, do ordain as fol- 


SKCTION 1. Section one of said amendatory 
ordinance ia hereby amended to read as fol- 


SECTION 1. Every person, firm or associa 
tlori engaged in selling goods, wiires, mer- 
chandise or other personal property at auc- 
tion or public outcry (except persons making 
such sales under an execution, or other order 
of Court), shall pay quarterly for a licence to 
carrv on or conduct such business tivfi hund- 
red dollars, or for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from the first day of the1 month in 
which such license is issued) of two hundred 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each and 
every day, that he or they shall be engaged 
in said business, twenty-five dollars; pro- 
vided, however, 
that all persons having 
second-hand household goods and furniture, 
second-hand vehicles and live stock may sell 
or cause to be sold at public auction or out- 
cry without obtaining a license therefor. 
Section 2 of said amendatory ordinance is 
amended so as to read as follows: 
Every person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion having a fixed place of business, and not 
herein specially mentioned or enum crated, 
dealing in goods, wares and merchandise 
shall pay a quarterly licence of three dollars.

A Confidential Conversation Between 


Two Leaders of the Old Parties. 


Bepublican—I say, MF. Democrat, I 


think we had better fuse at the next 
election and concentrate our strength 
on one ticket. It is going to be an im- 
possility to engage the South and West 
in another sham tariff battle, and I 
fear they are going to unite on the 
Populist idea of finance. If they do, 
nothing but the fusion of the two old 
parties and the expenditure of barrels 
of money will defeat them.

CANADIAN CATTJLI5. 


A Movement to Get Permission to Ship 


Them Through the United States. 
Canadian cattlemen are to hold a 


convention at Montreal next week to 
discuss the question of permitting 
American cattle to enter Canada and 
the exportation of Canadian cattle to 
Europe through the United States. 
Canadian cattle are debarred from the 
open markets in England in Winter, 
and exporters do not see the necessity 
of 
such strict quarantine between 


Canada and the United States. They 
want the Canadians to permit American 
cattle to enter Canada without- re- 
straint, so that they can be exported 
from Montreal in Summer. The prop- 
osition is an old one and has been 
talked of by exporters frequently, as 
they desire to have the Canadian Gov- 
ernment use its influence with the 
American authorities to have the latter 
permit Canadian cattle to be shipped 
out of United States ports, This was 
formerly done in Winter and the 
Canadian exporters desire the privi- 
lege again.

Abstracts of the Fifth Report of th 


Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
The Inter-state Commerce Commis- 


sion has submitted its fifth statistica 
report to Congress, of which the follow 
ing is an abstract. Total railway mile- 
age of the country June 30, 1892, 171, 
563 miles; increase during the year 
3,160 rnRes, being the smallest repor 
for a number of years. 


The total number of railway corpor 


ations show a net increase of 37; dur 
ing the year nine roads were aban 
d_oned, 19 merged into larger corpora 
tons, 17 reorganized, and 16 consoli 
dated. 


The total number of locomotives is 


33,136; total number of cars, 1,215,092 
a decided increase iu the density o 
rolling stock. 


Number of passengers carried pe: 


passenger locomotive, 63,399; number 
of freight cars per million tons o 
freight, 1,627; decrease, 39. 


Total number of employees, 821,415 


increase of 37,130. 
Capitalization o 


the 162,397 miles covered by the report 
$10,226,748,134; $4,633,108,763 of this was 
represented by stocks and $5,053,038, 
050 by funded debts. 


Mortgage bonds amounted to $4,302 


570,933 as compared with 4,081,621,675 
for the previous year. The above flg 
ures show an increase in capitalization 
during the year 1892 of $397,273,119, 


Total number of passengers carried 


by the railways during the year, 560,' 
958; 
Average journey per passenger 


23.82 miles and the average number of 
passengers per train for each mile run 
42. 


Freight train mileage, 485,402,369 and 


average number of tons per train for 
each mile run, 181. 


The gross earnings from the operat- 


ions during the year were 1,171,407,343 
operating expenses, $780,997,996; net 
earnings, $390,409,347. Income of rail- 
ways from investments, $141,960,782; 
making a net income from the opera- 
tion of $532,370,129. 


The fixed charges during the year 


amounted to $416,404,938, leaving a net 
income available for dividends of $115,- 
965,191. 
Of this amount, $97,614,745 


was paid in dividends, and $4,314,390 
in othar payments, leaving a surplus 
over the operations during the year of 
$14,036,056. 


The number of railway employees 


killed during the year were 2,554, be- 
ing less then the previous year, the 
number of employees injured in ex- 
cess of the previous year being 28,267. 


The number of passengeus killed 


was largely in excess of the previous 
year, being 376 in 1892, as against 293 
in 1891. 


The assignments of casualties shows 


one employee to have been killed for 
every 222 employees and one employee 
to have been injured for each twenty- 
nine men in the employ of the rail- 
ways. 
A similar comparison shows 


that one passenger was killed for each 
1,497,910 passengers carried, or for each 
35,542,282 passenger miles, and one 
passenger injured for each 173,833 
passengers carried. 


The largest number of casualties to 


employees resulted from coupling and 
uncoupling cars; the largest number of 
passengers from collision and derail- 
ments. 


It is recommended that corporations, 


so far as they are engaged in inter- 
state traffic, be required to make re- 
ports to the inter-state commerce 
commission.

Transactions of any magnitude, in any 


line, can be carried on by the aid of a 
typewriter, as in mest cases the operator 
can furnish brains enough for the prin- 
cipal, with or without capital. If all 
goes well and the prospects are serene, 
typewriting counts; if otherwise, this 
merchant can disclaim the entire trans- 
action and ignore any responsibility for 
the machine.
